Thus,  it  has  gone  on  for  over  ten 
years,  and  it  will  keep  on  happening  as  long  as  students  are  stu- 
dents and  the  building  is  a  school. 


Old  Building 


T  T  ERE  IS  the  old  building  where  our  immense  sophomore  class 
■*-•*■  holds  forth  in  this,  its  first  year  at  Senior  High.  This  part 
of  the  school  holds  many  memories  for  the  aspiring  juniors  and 
dignified  seniors.  It  was  here  that  they  were  initiated  by  the  pa- 
tient teachers  into  the  dark  and  dim  mysteries  of  secondary  educa- 
tion. Here  it  is  that  the  school  gathers  each  Wednesday  to  hear 
the  fertile  brain-child  of  some  student's  mind  expanded  into  bits 
of  glistening  oratory  which  fall  like  pearls  before  swine.  Here  it 
is  that  Principal  Kinley  sits  enthroned  in  his  office  and  helps  many 
a  student  solve  his  problems.  But  inside  this  building's  ivy-cov- 
ered walls  many  successful  citizens  of  Findlay  received  their  educa- 
tion. Through  its  portals  the  seniors  will  pass  on  graduation 
night,  never  to  enter  again  as  students  of  the  dear  old  Findlay 
Senior  High  School. 


MR.  MATTESON  has  toiled  patiently  through  seventeen 
years  as  head  of  the  Findlay  educational  system  and  has 
worked  untiringly  in  promoting  all  projects  which  he  has  deemed 
worthy  of  support.  He  has  been  conservative  in  his  ideas  and  de- 
liberate and  thoughtful  in  making  decisions. 

Perhaps  the  most  important  reform  during  these  years  was 
the  instituting  of  the  junior  high  schools,  a  modern  city  system. 

Mr.  Matteson  has  been  most  careful  and  considerate  in  his 
choice  of  instructors  and  has  always  made  his  selections  with  un- 
biased judgment.

The  Board  of  Education 

Far  too  many  of  us  never  really  appreciate  the  work  of  the 
Board  of  Education.  If  everything  goes  along  smoothly,  we 
completely  forget  that  it  is  the  work  of  the  board  that  has  made 
a  certain  plan  successful,  and  congratulate  the  officials  with 
whom  we  have  daily  contact.  But,  when  plans  prove  unsuc- 
cessful, when  troubles,  financial  or  otherwise,  beset  the  school 
system,  we  immediately  realize  the  importance  to  a  school  sys- 
tem of  its  Board  of  Education. 

Findlay  has.  indeed,  been  fortunate  in  having  on  its  school 
board  men  who  have  labored  tirelessly  to  improve  the  system. 
During  the  past  few  years  the  task  of  keeping  the  schools  on  a 
running  basis  has  been  a  most  formidable  one.  But  despite 
setbacks  of  all  kinds  the  board  has  proved  that  it  is  truly  a  fine 
group.  In  many  towns  the  size  of  Findlay.  or  even  in  larger 
cities,  the  schools  have  been  forced  to  close  entirely,  or  have 
been  forced  to  cut  out  many  truly  beneficial  subjects  in  the  cur- 
riculum. But  in  our  city  no  subject  has  been  dropped,  no 
changes  have  been  made,  and  except  for  an  unfortunate  varia- 
tion last  year,  school  has  continued  as  before.  Surely  the  stu- 
dents who  have  graduated  from  Findlay  High,  those  who  will 
graduate  in  coming  years,  and  the  citizens  of  our  town  realize 
and  appreciate  the  splendid  efforts  of  our  board. 

We  cannot  know  what  lies  ahead  in  the  field  of  education. 
We  cannot  know  whether  fortune  will  smile  or  frown  upon 
the  Findlay  school  system.  But  we  feel  sure  that,  come  what 
may,  the  board  of  Education  will  help  to  keep  Findlay  High  in 
the  place  it  has  held  for  years,  a  truly  splendid  school.
